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The  Pennsylvania  Seed  Act  was  enacted  to  regulate  the  selling  of  agricultur- 
al, vegetable,  flower,  tree  and  shrub  seed  and  mixtures  for  seeding  purposes, 
and  requires  certain  information  to  be  printed  on  a  tag  or  label  and  affixed  to  the 
container  in  which  such  seeds  are  sold,  offered  for  sale  or  transported  in  the 
Commonwealth.  Very  good  seed  as  well  as  very  poor  seed  may  be  sold  by  any 
dealer  if  such  seed  is  correctly  labeled.  The  seed  tag  is  the  consumer's  key  to 
seed  quality.  The  actual  protection  that  he  gets  under  the  seed  law  is  closely 
related  to  the  attention  which  he  gives  to  the  analysis  label. 

Growers  and  seedsmen  like  to  sell  high  quality  seed.  Yet  good  seed  is 
often  the  most  difficult  to  sell.  This  is  true  because  the  consumer  believes 
that  good  seed  costs  more.  It  is  true  that  the  grower  and  seedsmen  can  make  more 
money  by  selling  "bargain  seed",  but  the  consumer  suffers  by  buying  the  so 
called  "bargain  seed".  The  following  example  will  show  that  this  statement 
is  true:

Thus  it  appears  that  the  bargain  price  is  not  a  bargain,  but  is  actually  the  most 
expensive  seed.   Good  seed  doesn't  cost  —  it  pays! 

Pure  Live  Seed  is  a  valuable  tool  but  not  an  infallible  guide.  In  some  crops 
purity  may  be  more  important  than  germination;  the  presence  of  certain  kinds  of 
restricted  noxious  weed  seeds  may  be  so  potentially  harmful  that  high  germina- 
tion is  not  important.  Combine  pure  live  seed,  rate  of  occurrence  of  restricted 
noxious  weed  seeds,  a  knowledge  of  the  following  terms,  the  advice  of  your 
seedsmen  and  you'll  get  your  money's  worth  in  seed.

Labeling  Terms 


Pure  Seed  —  The  percentage  in  weight  of  the  kind  and  variety  labeled.  For 
example  in  Lot  A  above,  if  the  quantity  of  seed  weighed  100  pounds;  99.50  pounds 
of  the  weight  would  be  pure  seed. 

Other  Crop  Seeds  —  This  designates  the  percentage  of  other  agricultural  seeds 
present  in  the  lot. 

Inert  Matter  —  This  refers  to  anything  that  wont  grow  —  chaff,  stems,  broken 
seeds  (less  than  half),  etc. 

Weed  Seeds  —  This  is  the  percentage  of  seeds  classified  by  law  or  general  usage 
as  weeds. 

Noxious  Weeds  —  Weeds  are  not  just  weeds  —  some  are  worse  pests  than  others. 
These  are  designated  in  the  Rules  and  Regulations  under  the  Pennsylvania  Seed 
Act.  The  names  and  rate  of  occurrence  per  pound  must  be  listed. 

Germination  —  This  is  the  percentage  of  the  pure  seed  that  will  produce  normal 
plants  under  laboratory  conditions.  Under  field  conditions  this  percentage  could 
be  slightly  lower. 

Hard  Seed  —  This  is  the  percentage  of  seed  found  in  legumes  that  remain  hard 
at  test  time.   They  will  germinate  later. 

Test  Date  —  This  is  the  date  the  germination  test  was  made. 

Origin  —  This  is  the  name  of  the  country  or  state  where  the  seed  was  grown. 

Treated  Seed  —  Seed  that  is  treated  with  a  poisonous  or  non-poisonous  material 
must  be  marked  with  certain  information. 

Responsibility  —  This  is  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  or  company  respon- 
sible for  the  labeling. 


SEED  ACT  ACTIVITIES 

Each  year  in  the  enforcement  of  the  Seed  Act,  inspectors  visit  seed  vendors 
throughout  the  State.  Seed  that  is  offered  for  sale  is  examined  for  proper  labeling 
requirements  and  samples  are  drawn  for  examination  and  testing  in  the  Seed 
Laboratory.  This  report  is  a  summary  of  the  activities  of  the  Seed  Control  Pro- 
gram from  July  1,  1965  to  June  30,  1966. 

During  this  inspection  period,  lots  of  seed  that  are  incorrectly  labeled  are 
placed  under  a  "Stop  Sale"  order  until  correctly  labeled  or  destroyed.  Lots  of 
seed  that  are  tested  in  the  seed  laboratory  and  found  to  be  mislabeled  are  also 
placed  under  "Stop  Sale".  During  the  inspection  period  covered  by  this  report 
a  total  of  401  lots  of  seed  at  81  seed  vendors  were  placed  under  "Stop  Sale" 
for  various  reasons. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  inspectors  collected  the  following 
number  of  samples: 

1088  samples  of  agricultural  seed,  of  which  11.6%  were  illegal  for  sale; 
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224  samples  of  mixtures  of  agricultural  seeds,  of  which  Sl.1%  were  illegal 
for  sale; 

931  samples  of  vegetable  seeds,  of  which  2.9%  were  illegal  for  sale; 
15  samples  of  tree  and  shrub  seeds,  of  which  6.6%  were  illegal  for  sale; 
253  samples  of  flower  seeds  -  checked  but  not  reported  as  legality  for  sale. 
A  comparison  of  seed  violations  for  the  past  three  years  is  as  follows:

Tables  I,  II,  III  mention  technical  violations  and  Table  IV  has  them  listed 
by  companies.  The  following  are  considered  technical  violations  in  this  report: 
not  using  complete  kind  names;  improper  terms  for  variety  names;  use  of  improper 
labeling  terms;  use  of  abbreviations  of  kind  and  variety  names;  illegal  treatment 
tags;  illegible  tags;  analysis  not  totaling  100%;  improper  format  for  labeling 
mixtures;  and  lack  of  required  information  (such  as;  lot  number,  origin  -  when 
required,  terms  "mixed"  or  "mixture"  for  mixtures  and  name  and  address).  A  lot 
of  seed  sampled  at  the  wholesale  level  and  in  violation  of  the  law  was  classified 
as  a  technical  violation,  if  properly  relabeled.

The  facilities  of  the  Seed  Laboratory  are  available  to  Pennsylvania  farmers, 
home  owners,  seedmen  and  other  State  Departments  who  submitted  2014  samples 
for  testing. 


What  can  the  seed  vendor  do  to  see  that  his  seed  is  legal  for  sale?  There 
are  several  things  you  can  do.  If  you  have  any  carry-over  seed,  see  that  it  is 
retested  and  properly  relabeled.  When  you  buy  new  seed,  check  the  label  to  see 
if  it  is  correctly  labeled;  if  you  are  in  doubt,  contact  the  Seed  Control  Official. 
If  seed  is  placedunder  a  Stop  Sale  order  do  not  remove  the  seed  from  your  premise 
or  sell  it  until  it  is  properly  released.  If  you  sell  vegetable  seed  in  bulk,  see 
that  every  jar,  bin  or  container  is  properly  labeled.  Do  not  over  stock,  it  is 
better  to  run  out  of  seed  or  to  order  more  seed,  than  to  have  a  lot  of  seed  left  at 
the  end  of  a  selling  season.  Get  acquainted  with  your  seed  inspector,  he  is 
there  to  help  you  and  to  serve  the  buying  public. 

If  you  are  not  positive  that  your  labeling  meets  the  requirements  of  the  Seed

agricultural  seeds  (not  including  mixtures).  This  table  lists  the  nature  of  the 
serious  violations.  Seventy-seven  lots  of  seed  were  found  to  be  in  technical  vi- 
olation of  the  law,  or  in  violation  at  the  wholesale  level  (these  have  been  re- 
labeled or  destroyed).

During  the  past  year  the  number  of  home  grown  forage  seed  samples  received 
by  the  Seed  Laboratory  has  decreased  60.2%  from  the  previous  year.  This  table 
gives  some  indication  of  the  quality  of  seed  that  Pennsylvania  farmers  are  grow- 
ing and  planting.  Many  of  the  lots  of  seed  considered  illegal  in  this  table  have 
been  recleaned  and  made  legal  for  sale.  Although  a  lot  of  seed  may  be  legal 
for  sale,  it  could  still  be  unfit  for  planting;  for  example,  low  in  germination, 
high  percentage  of  crop  or  weed  seeds  or  restricted  noxious  weed  seeds.  Two 
lots  of  red  clover  were  illegal  because  they  contained  1%  and  13%  weed  seeds. 
Two  lots  of  timothy  contained  4%  weed  seeds,  one  contained  Canada  thistle.

If  farmers  must  plant  home  grown  forage  seed,  they  should  learn  the  value  of 
weed  free  quality  seed.  It  is  not  necessary  for  farmers  to  plant  home  grown  seed 
which  contain  high  numbers  of  weed  seeds.  It  is  cheaper  to  plant  weed  free  seed 
than  to  spend  countless  dollars  later  trying  to  control  weeds.  It  pays  to  have 
home  grown  seed  properly  cleaned  and  laboratory  tested.

Words  "mixed"  or  "mixture"  is  required  information  with  mixtures. 

Improper  format  and  wording  for  labeling  of  mixtures. 

Ingredients  not  listed  in  order  of  predominance. 

Term  hybrid  not  used  where  required. 

Flagging  statements. 

Illegal  treatment  tags  (contrasting  color). 
False  and  misleading  statements. 
Abbreviations  not  permissible. 

Use  of  improper  or  incorrect  kind  and  variety  names. 
Examples: 

Merion  Kentucky  Bluegrass  —  Not  Merion  Bluegrass. 

White  clover  —  not  White  Dutch  Clover. 

Alsike  clover  —  not  Alsike. 

Timothy  —  not  Fancy  or  Select  Timothy. 

Red  Fescue  —  not  Creeping  Red  Fescue  (creeping  is  a  type). 
Sorghum— Sudangrass  Hybrid  —  not  Hyb.  Sorgo— Sudan. 

Flower  and  Vegetable  Seeds 

Use  of  incorrect  variety  names. 
Examples: 

(Variety  name)  tomato  —  not  Cocktail  Tomato. 
Tetra  Snapdragon  —  not  Tetra  Snaps. 
Term  hybrid  not  used  where  required. 

When  the  germination  percentage  is  used,  the  test  date  must  be  used. 
All  containers  (jars,  buckets  or  bins)  from  which  bulk  vegetable  seed 

is  sold  must  have  a  tag  or  sticker  showing  the  name  and  variety, 

germination  information  and  name  and  address. 
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
